pinch of strychnine” in the baby’s 
bottle. He had obtained the poison 
from a carton of it in the barn, 
used to elim inate rodent.s.

C ram er was taken be­ 
fore a H arlan county judge w here 
he pleaded guilty to a charge of 
first 
degree 
m urder 
and 
was 
bound over to the D istrict court 
w ithout bond.

father, Louis, are the only two left 
to operate an 8 00 acre farm near 
Alma and most of the w ork falls 
on Dale.

Dale com plained that the baby 
kept him up nights after he had 
worked from daw n until almost

“Last June 10, Dale was in a 
shed w here strychnine poisoned 
oats w ere kept to rid the farm of 
prairie dogs, 
“Dale told of taking just a pinch 
of the poison and carrying it be­ 
tw een his fingers from the shed 
to the hou.se and putting it in one 
of the bottles prepared for the 
baby. The bottle was given to the 
baby after m idnight and an hour 
later the child was dead.

Money for the down pay ment is 
made available to the prospective 
owner by release of chattel prop­ 
erty on which the government has 
a mortgage. All contracts are ex ­ 
amined at the regional office in 
Lincoln, to make sure that the 
buy er has a reasonable chance to 
keep up his pay ments from farm 
income. If the contract is consid­ 
ered unfair or unreasonable, it is 
not approved. 
Total value of land purchased 
was $158,026. The average price 
per farm during the first seven 
months of the program was $3,9 34.

The man who mo ans that “it 
isn’t the heat, it’s the humidity ” 
is half right. 
It takes lo nger to

ert) heat and the degree o f suc­ 
cess never is as great. 
Yet, the research men fo und it 
po ssible, in a perio d o f a week 
to 10 day s, to acclimatize so ldiers
